Philadelphia. Sept. 20.—-George WH 
ion. a burglar, who escaped from the 
Tombs 
prison 
in 
New 
York 
two 
months ago by holding up a guard. 
was arrested at the West Philadelphia 
station of the Pennsylvania railroad 
as he was about to leave a train from 
Atlantic City, where he had been com­ 
mitting a long series of robberies ever 
sinc e he regained his liberty. 
W ilson would probably not be in a 
ceil had it not been for the fact that 
he bet aine emboldened by his esca­ 
pades at the seashore resort. 
W ed­ 
nesday he entered the room of a wo 
man aud robbed her of her jewelry 
and 
money. 
He had made the ac­ 
quaintance of the woman, but she did 
not suspect him of the robbery be 
cause he work a black mask. 
Iii a spirit of bravado W ilson sat 
with the woman while she told of the 
robbery to two detectives. There is 
where he made his mistake, for on** of 
the sleuths became suspicious of his 
fam iliarity with tile burglary and be­ 
gan to question him closely. Wilson 
excused himself on a trivial reason 
and left the room. 
When he did not return the detec­ 
tives became anxious 
and 
followed 
bim to the door. They were just in 
time to set* him jump into an automo­ 
bile and rush off to the Pennsylvania 
railroad station, where he caught the 
bridge train for Philadelphia. The po­ 
lice also notified Captain Cameron, of 
the detective bureau of Philadelphia, 
aud his capture followed. 
When taken before Captain Cam­ 
eron at the city hall, W ilson bragged 
about his a< bievemeiits in crime, as ii 
he was proud of his record. 
He told 
with glee how he had escaped from 
the Tombs, and said that a revolver 
which was taken from him when he 
was captured was tile identical ( ne 
which he had stolen from a Tombs 
guard and used to force his way out of 
the jail. 
W ilson said that he had picked t lie 
pistol from the pocket of the guard 
who had charge of the* tier In which 
lie was imprisoned during recreation 
hour. The guard did not miss his pistol 
until that same night, when he sud­ 
denly looked into its muzzle as it was 
held in the hands of Wilson, who was 
in ids cell. Wilson made the guard 
open the door to his cell and, escort 
mg him to the end of the torrid rn. 
took the key to the door into the yard 
from him and locked him in an empty 
ell. 
It 
was 
little trouble to the 
crook, once he was In the yard. to 
limb over the wall aud jump into the 
treet. The next morning Wilson took 
a train for Atlantic City. 
Kellar and Mal Bede, two detectives 
of the Atlantic City forc e, were s* ut 
to the Nevada Apartments. Vermont 
avenue and the Boardwalk, to tnv< sti 
gate a robbery which was reported by 
Miss Price, one of the guests at the 
place. They found Miss Price at the 
breakfast table. 
W ilson was sitting 
beside her. 
Miss Price said that she was awak­ 
ened about two o’clock in the morning 
by hearing some one moving about the 
room. 
She sat up iii bed and found 
a masked mail, who pointed a revolver 
at her and told her that if she ma le 
an outcry lie would kill her. He then 
searched the bureau drawers, whll she 
cowered In terror. 
He obtained her 
gold watch, all her jewelry, valued at 
$1 SOO, and a laige sum of money. 
Miss Price laid met Wilson, who 
was staying at a beach front hotel 
She telephoned to hun to tell him 
about the robbery, and he went to se** 
her at once. 
W hile Miss Price was telling the 
story to the two dete tlves Wilsot 
kept interrupting to explain points in 
the narrative. 
Malsede was struck by 
the man’s resemblance lei th** photo 
graphs of 
Wilson, which 
had been 
sent out to the police of the whole 
country. He started to question WU 
sun and tile man became uneasy and 
said that he would step out of the 
room for a minute.
